wclock this morning the first American 
fac in- Havana was hoisted on the flag- 
sicff of the Trecha hotel, the headquar- 
ters of the American evacuation coinmis- 
sicn. A guard of marines was posted at 
the enirsnce to the grounds. Colonel 
vjous and Captain Payne stood on the 
scof of the hotel at either side of the 
flag staff At 10 o’clock sharp a quarter- 
master of the steamer Resolute hoisted 
the. flag, which unfurled ‘and fluttered 
proudly in the breeze. 

All the members of the 
raised their hats and cheered the stars 
and stripes. The approaches to the 
grounds at either end of the street were 
patrolled by squads of the guardia civile 
in order that the commissioners might not 
be molested. 

This morning a widow and two children, 
evidently persons of refinement, but in 
abject want, approached General Wade, 
the president of the commission, and plead- 
ed for relief. The widow and children were 
seated in the dining room of the hotel 
and given a hearty meal. Others in need 
Were equally treated, all who applied re- 

geiving relief of some sort. ,

‘The Spanish mail steamer Alfonso XIII 
sailed for Spain this afternoon carrying. 
Besides 1,200 passengers, mostly women 
and children, 1,000 sick soldiers, 

Marquis Cervera, military governor of

lands. To this end he has arranged for 
three omnibuses to run twice a week from 
Marianao to different interior points in 
the vicinity, taking free of charge the fam- 
lies and baggage of those who wish to 
return to their homes. The civil governor, 
besides issuing orders to the mayors of 
Canoa and Batao to consult with the 
maycr of Marianao, has set aside the 
sum of $500 to be distributed among those 
families to return to the labor on the 
farms.

SIX MORE DYINC 


Twenty Persons Working in an Ele- 
valor When Explosion Occurs 


FOUR ARE STILL MISSING 


Big Mill at Toledo, 0,, Proves a Suc- 
cessful Death Trap, 


IT WAS SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION 


Only One of the Whole Number With- 
in the Walls Stands Any Chance 
Whatever of Recovering. 

The Scene Is a Fear- 
ful One. 


Toledo, O., September 20.—Ten men cre- 
mated, six more fatally burned and eight 
more seriously injured is the result of the 
most disastrous fire that ever occurred in 
Toledo. The dead are:

The spontansous combustion of dust in 
the grain elevator owned by Paddéck, Hoge 
& Co., at 9 o’clock, caused this terrible 
destruction of life, and none of those taken 
out after the fire started were far enough 
from death’s door to tell any of the de- 
talis. 


William J. Parks, the superintendent, af- 
ter being blown through the window of the 
lower story, was conscious for a moment. 
and gaid that about 8:3 o’clock a terrible 
explosion occurred on the south side of 
the elevator and that he knew there were 
about twenty men at work on the seven 
floors of the enormous building.

One of these may recover from his burns, 
but Grace, a seventeen-year-old girl, is 
burned almost beyond recognition, and 
Harold, the third child, has not been found, 
being either blown to atoms or cremated. 
Explosion Felt for Blocks. 

At 8:30 o'clock this evening the people of 
East Toledo were startled by a terrific 
explosion, which caused a panic all over 
the neighborhood. Houses were shaken 
as if by an earthquake and windows were 
shattered for blocks around. Those in the 
vicinity of the Union elevator soon noticed 
flames bursting from all sides of the build- 
ing. It was but a few minutes till the 
fire department of the city began the work 
of rescue, which was rendered difficult by 
the terrific heat of the fire. The river cut 
off escape on one side. The families of a 
dozen men who were known to be at work 
within rushed to the scene, and women call- 
ing for their imprisoned husbands, broth- 
ers and fathers, made a scene tndescriba- 
ble. It was learned that the force of 
twenty men expected to load 80,000 bushels 
of grain during the night. Not one of the 
entire number could be seen in any part of 
the building and it was impossible to reach 
them in any way. 

William Parks was found first. He was 
twenty feet from the building, frightfully 
burred and his clothing almost entirely 
torn off. He had been hurled from his 
place in the main room through a window 
ang his agonizing cries were most pitiful. 

Thrown from Fifth Floor. 

Another employee, John Carr, was hurled 
from the fifth floor of the building amd 
was found bleeding and burned. He did 
not long survive. Fireman David Kemp 
and Charles Keifer, the engineer, were 
found at their places in the engine room. 
They were wounded by falling timbers and 
their faces were charred to a crisp by the 
flames. The little daughter of William 
Parks was sitting at the desk in the office 
at the time of the explosion and she was 
hurled out of the door. She walked down 
the elevation on which the building stands 
and dropped down, to be carried away un- 
conscious, suffering from wounds from 
which she camnot recover. John Smith was 
fatally burned. He was literally disem- 
boweled and was taken to the hospital to 
die, The missing men are doubtless all 
dead. No trace can be found of any of 
them, and as they were employed at the 
top of the elevator, their chances for 
escape were but slight. 

The heat became so intense that twenty 
cars standing om the sidings near the 
burning bufding were added to the loss. 
The fire department had a hard struggle to 
‘save other elevators and property. 

The ‘bridge across the Maumee river was 


en fire several times, but outside the loss 
of the elevator the damage is slight.

Relations Between the Insurgent Lead. 
ers and the American Govern- 
ment Are Becoming Decid- 
edly More Friendly 
Every Day. 


Mariia, September 20.—As the result of 
the meetings of the national assembly of 
Filipinos, thus far held in Malolos, there 
is now entire confidence in the American 
government on the part of the insurgent 
leacers. All the members of the assembly 
exhibit an earnest desize that the future 
relations of the Filipinos with the Amert- 
cans may be of the most friendly charac- 
ter. 

The condition of the Spanish orisoners is 
beginning to excite anxiety among the mil- 
itary officers here.Eleven thousand of these 
prisoners are quartered in churches and 
other public buildings within the narrow 
confines of the walled city, where most of 
the Spanish pecple also live, where. the 
American garrison is necessarily quarter- 
ed, and where General Otis has located the 
army headquarters. 

Members of the sanitary corps are kept 
‘constantly at work clearing out filth that 
accumulates, the Spaniards having not the 
least knowledge of the laws of sanitation. 
The result is a condition threatening a gen- 
eral outbreak of some zymotic diseases at 
any moment. Typhoid fever is already in- 
creasing at an alarming rate. 

Authorities feel it is absolutely essential 
to the health of the city to get the Span- 


ish prisoners out of Manila at the éarliest © 


possible date. 
Similar conditions are reported from Ca- 


vite, where the Spanish, in the hands of . 


the rebels, are suffering from the lack of- 


the necessaries of life. 

To make matters worse, the salling of the 
hospital ship Rio has been repeatedly de- 
layed. It is now stated positively that the 
vessel will sail on Thursday. Probably by 
that time she will have considerable ac- 


cession to her inyalid passenger list. 

Twenty Spanish vessels, including twelve 
steamers, have completed their transfer to 
the American flag, and a majority of them 
have now proceeded om coasting voyages. 

There is some uncertainty regarding the 
native crews and the Filipino vessels. It is 
reported that they have been committing 
questionable acts, and the Boston, Raleigh 
and Manila sailed today under orders to 
protect commerce. 

The British gunboat Raftler has gone to 
Cebu. There are rumors that the insur- 
gents are attacking .Cebu and Iloilo. 


HOSTILE TOWARD CERVERA. 


Demonstration Against the Admiral 
Was Being Prepared. 

Madrid, September 20.—The workmen of 
Bilbao, where the cruisers which belonged 
to Admiral: Cervera’s fleet were built, have 
decided to go to Santander in order to 
make a demonstration against the defeat- 
ed Spanish admiral on his return to Spain. 
The government has taken measures to 
prevent the plan being earried out, and 
the ministry has forbidden demonstrations 
welcoming Cervera home. 

Captain Genera] Blanco cables from Ha- 
vana that he igs not im accord with tne 
Cuban colonial ministry, to which the gov- 
ernment here replied that while Spanish 
sovereignty existed in Cuba he must ap- 
ply autonomy, and therefore he could not 
turn out the colonial government now in 
office and appoint a new one. : 

The duke of Tetuan, who was minister 
for foreign affairs on cabinet of late Pre- 
mier Canovas, is quoted as saying in an 


interview; 7 - 
Senor Canovas, if he had lived, cou 
never accepted war with the United 
States. Canovas and myself were con- 
vinced that war would lead inevitably 


to the ruin of Spain. 

Continuing, the duke blamed the liherals, 
who he said could have avoided war, 
either by accepting the proffered good 
offices of the United States minister, Gen- 
eral Stewart L. Woodford, or by treating 
with the insurgents on the basis of Cu- 
ban independence, or by selling Cuba. 

Senor Sagasta, the duke of Tetuan de- 
clared, is responsible for “ail our disas- 
ters and must be ejected from power.”’

Fourth District—Hon. G. A, Robbins, of 
Selma, has received the democratic nomi- 
nation in the fourth, and is opposed 
by Hon. W. F. Aldrich, who has the re- 
publican and the populist indorsement, 
This appears to be the only doubtful dis- 
trict. 

Fifth District—Hon. Willis 
Lowndes, has been renominated by the 
democrats of ‘the fifth and Hon. A, J. 
Milistead, of Macon, will likely be nominat- 
ed by the republicans, 

Sixth District—Hon. John H. Bankhead, 
of Fayette, has been nominated by accla- 
mation by the democrats of the sixth, and 
he will be opposed by two republicans, a 
negro naméd Turner and Hon. Daniel 
Cooper, of Fayette, 

Seventh District—Hon. John L. Burnett, 
ef Etowah, is the democratic nominee with 
a republican opponent named Lothrop and 
a populist, O. D. Street.

Eighth District—General Joseph Wheeler 
has been renominated by the democfats 
and indorsed by the voters of all other 
parties.

Nebraskan Is Not Fond of Camp Life 
and Will Resign.

“You might also say that I am not so 
enamored of camp life that I would at the 
close of war apply for a commission in the 
regular army.”’ 

Colonel Bryan is looking and feeling well, 
but is undoubtedly suffering from the re- 
straint he has placed over himself. He said: 

If you knew what it cost me 
to keep still when there is so much to 
say about things of importance to the 
people and of lifelong interest and mo- 
ment to me, you would appreciate the 
strength of my will. 

When asked if he would talk freely on 
the subject when he was once broken 
loose, ne said: 


You know how it is when a dam 
breaks.

International Commissioners Hold Short 
Joint Session. 


WAS BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 


Fresh Water Fisheries Will Be Easily 
Adjusted by Body. 


, 


THE CANADIANS ARE NOT SATISFIED 


Lumber Question Will Cause a Strong 
and Determined Fight Before 
the Members. 


Quebec, September 20.—The international 
commissioners met in. joint session for an 
hour this afternoon, and adjourned to meet 
again at 10:30 a. m., Thursday. The ad- 
journment over to tomorrow is taken be- 
cause of the ceremonies attending the un- 
veiling of the Champlain monument, in 
which the members of the high commis- 
sion are to participate. 

The* American commissioners met as 
usua] at 9 o’clock this morning, and again 
atdp. m. They listened to the arguments 
of gentlemen who represent the interests 
States inland fisheries. 

As usual, all the proceedings were behind 
closed doors, but so far as the fresh water 
fisheries is concerned, it is understood that 
the Americans and the Canadians will 
agree with little trouble. Both sides de- 
sire the better protection of the fresh water 
fish, and no doubt this part of the pro- 
posed treaty will readily be disposed of. 

Next the interests of the United States 
farmers will be heard. It is presumed tiat 
they will protest in a general way against 
the reduction or remova] of the tariff on 
Canadian agricultural products, especially 
barley, hay, oats and potatoes. 

The indications are that the Canadian 
commissioners are going to take a very 
determined position.on the lumber ques- 
tion. Hon. A. 8. Hardy, premier of Onta- 
rio. and George W. Rose, minister of ed- 
ucation, arrived here today and represent 
the Ontario government in the lumber 
question. They declare unreservedly that 
no concessions will be made on the part of 
the Canadian government in the way of 
permitting logs to go free into the United 
States, unless the United States makes 
some concession in the way of reducing or 
removing the present duty of $2 per thou- 
sand on Canadian sawed lumber. 

Clark Wallace, former minister of cus- 
toms, now representing the Canadian Man- 
ufacturing Association, also arrived here 
today for the purpose of conferring with 
the Canadian commissioners. He counseled 
the Canadian commissioners to stand by 
the present protective duty on certain 
manufactured goods sent into Canada from 
the United States. Textiles and manu- 
factured iron implements are the principal 
articles upon which he urges that no re- 
duction be made. He says the Canadian 
manufacturers are all the time growing, 
and American free importations would par- 
alyze them. 

Although nothing is revealed to indi- 
cate what progress is being made by the 
commission or what results are probable, 
Senator Fairbanks, chairman of the Amer- 
ican delegation, gives the assurances that 
the achievement so far is gratifying and 
indigative of satisfactory results in the 
end. Just. how far they have gone in the 
way of adjusting any one of the main ques- 
tions, or What the prospects are for a gen- 
eral reciprocity treaty, the commissioners 
will not say, but repeatedly assert that 
they are “trying to get together,” and 
hope to succeed. 


WILL RENOMINATE PINGREE. 


Michigan Republican State Convention 


Will Meet Today.” 

Detroit, ‘Mich., September 20.—G vernor 
Pingree’s uncnimous ren.m.nation tomor- 
row bv the republicin state ecnvention is 
conceded to be a certainty by the crowd 
of delegates, party leai+rs and candidates 
gothered in the hotels. 

Tomorrow's convention will be asked to 
specifically indorse the g@evernor’s favorite 
measure—the Atkinson bill to increase tax- 
diion of railroads and other quasi-public 
corporation’, which bill narrowly failed of 
passage in the stafe senate last session. 

The office which caused the most dis- 
cu:sicn today is that of lieutenant gov- 
ernor. The Pingree managers consider 
it extreniely importaht that their numinee 
for president of the senate be with them 
on taxation measures. 

The State League of Republican Clubs 
has arranged for a rally tonight which 
will practically open the congressional and 
state campaign. Webster Davis, assistant 
secretary of the interior, will be the princi- 
pal speaker. 

Webster Davis, assistant secretary of the 
interior, addressed the first meeting of the 
political campaign in Michigan tonight. 
The audience was singularly small for 
the occasion. 

Mr. Davis said that there was really no 
need for republican speakers from abroad 
to address Michigan audiences, as there 
was no question about Michigan's republi- 
canism. 

Mr. Davis insisted, in answer to demo- 
cratic criticisms of the war bond issue, 
that it was made necessary because the 
democrats left so depleted a ‘treasury upon 
retiring from power. He said: 

The president has ordered a thorough 
investigation of the war department, 
but it is hardly making political capital 
to seek to besmirch the character of 
the gre&test secretary of war since 
Stanton. (Applause.) The party that 
yoy this will certainly go down in de- 
eat. 

In conclusion Mr. Davis eulogized Lin- 
coln and McKinley for leading the nation 
to peace and prosperity out of the gloom 
of the civil and Spanish wars, respectively.

The 
convention promises to hecome the field of 
a contest between the silver and anti-silver 
factions, the question of candidates being 
subsidiary to that of the currency. 

In several caucuses throughout the state 
the gold men have controlled, and as a re- 
sult delegates of that sort have been 
send to the convention. The silver men 
will contest the right of such delegates to 
sit 

The gold men will claim their right to 
seats on the ground that they are demo- 
crats as well asetheir silver brethren. The 
gold faction demands an utter elimination 
of national issues in favor of state issues. 

The only candidate who has been promi- 
nently named for the office of governor is 
Former United States Treasurer Daniel 
N. Morgan, of Bridgeport. 

Bridgeport, Conn., September 2.—At the 
republican congressional convention of the 
fourth district today, Representative E. J. 
Hill. of Norwalk, was unanimously re- 
nominated. 

New Orleans, September 3.—The demo- 
crats of and First Louisiana district today 
renominated General Adolph Meyer for cone 
ress. The second district democrats to- 
night also tendered a unanimous renomina- 
tion to Robert C. Davey. In neither con- 
vention were national issues mentioned.

M’KINLEY WILL RELAX CIVIL 
SERVICE RULES. 


President Hunting Offices from Which 
Men May Be Fired for Benefit 
of Party Members. 


Washington, September 2.—President 
McKinley has again taken up the question 
of relaxing the civil service rules so as 
to open more places for political appoint- 
ments. Some months ago when the’ sub- 
ject was under discussion in congress the 
president had the head of each executive 
department prepare recommendations 
showing which places under his depart- 
ment best could be exempted from civil 
service rules, 


An executive order was drawn up based. 


on these recommendations and it has been 
on the desk of the president untouched 
ever since. Now that the war ifs not oc- 
cupying so much of his attention and as 
the congressional campaign is making the 
pressure for places stronger, the president 
is considering the matter, and it is ex- 
pected that he will issue an order in a 
short time taking a large number of places 
from the classified civil service and throw- 
ing them open to appointment by the va- 
rious heads of departments and their sub- 
ordinates. 

The places which will be removed from 
the protection of the civil service law are 
those of private secretaries and chief 
clerks and confidential clerks of heads of 
departments and. assistant heads of de- 
partments and all persons classed as fire- 
men, watchmen and laborers. The most 
important exemptions will be in the in- 
ternal revenue’ service throughout the 
country, where al] deputy collectors of in- 
ternal revenue and al] storekeepers and 
gaugers who receive less than $3 per day 
o to be taken from the classified ser- 
vice.

McKINLEY OFFICIALLY NOTIFIED 


Personnel of the Spanish Peace Com- 
mission Sent to Washington. 
Washington, September 20.—The person- 
nel of the Spanish peace commission has 
been communicated officially by the Madrid 
government to the French embassy, and 
through Ambassador Cambon to the state 
department. The list igs the same as that 
given in press dispatches with some addi- 
tional information as to the several mem- 

bers. 

Senor Hontero Rios, chairman of the 
commission, is the presiding officer of the 
Spanish senate. Senor Abaruza is a mem- 
ber of the senate and was Spanish ambas- 
sador at Paris during Spain’s brief regime 
as a republic. General Cerrero has had 
long experience in colonial affars and is 
regarded as an expert in that ijine. Senor 
Villa Urrutia .ig the present Spanish minis- 
ter at Brussels, Senor Garnicia is counsel- 
or of the court of cassation, or supreme 
court. 

As a whole the commission is regarded as 
a strong body, combining representatives of 
the political elements, the army and the 
diplomatic fraternity.

THEY ASK FOR PROTECTION 


| General King Orders a Court of Inquiry 


To Prevent Vandalism. 


THE FRUIT GROWERS HAVE A HARD TIME 


Gardens Are Raided and Vegetables 
Are Carried Away by Men Wear- 
ing U. 8. Uniforms. 


Honolulu, September 12, via San Fran- 
cisco, September 2.—The American sol- 
diers in Honolulu are causing the good 
people of this once peaceful community 
much worry. Acts of vandalism are be- 
coming frequent and Gemeral King has 
issued orders for a court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate alleged lawless acts committed 
by soldiers and to assess the amount of 
damage caused. Chinese fruit growers and 
vegetable gardeners have been favorite 
victims of the soldiers and their gardens 
have been raided and destroyed. 

The Hawajiiam commission is holding dafly 
sessions, but nothing is given out fgr publi- 
cation. 

The commiseion will probably not leave 
for San Francisco before September 23d. 
Senator Morgan, in an _ interview, 

quoted as saying’ 

Only a Territorial Government. 

l have always been in favor of a state 
government for Hawali and am so still. 
Speaking for myself, however, and not 
for the commission, I am inclimed to 
think that you will huve only a terri- 
torial government at present. You have 
not asked for state government and I 
doubt very much if the commission will 
recommend one. 

You will make your own laws, sub- 
ject to the approval of congress. The 
territory of Hawali has a great future 
before it and with the increase of 
population and business that must 
come from annexation and all that its 
implied by it, the road to statehood 
cannot be a long one. The opening of 
the Nicaraguan camal, an enterprise 
which must be carried to consumma- 
tion in a very short period, wil! still 
further advance the prosperity of the 
islands. 

A mass meeting of natives will be held 
this evening, when resolutions asking for 
the restoration of Liliuokalani will be 
adopted. 

The chamber of commerce, im a memorial 
asks for a territorial form of government, 
while the bar association wants the judi- 
cial system of the islands to remain. 

Land Laws Unchanged. 

Senator’ Cullom has announced that the 
land laws of the United States do not apply 
to the public lands of Hawaii. The local 
land laws remaim in force. Mr. Dole, for 
the time being, stfll signs as ‘‘president of 
the republic of Hawali’’ and processes of 
court will run as heretofore. 

Princess Kaulani’s reception in honor of 
the American-Hawalian commission, given 
at Ainahau on the 7th, was a brilliant su@® 
cess. General Merriam and staff, General 
King and staff, Colonel] Barber and staff, 
government officials, army and navy offi- 
cers, ex-Queen Lilfuokalani and. several 
hundred promiment society people of the 
city attendéd. 

The Hawaiian archipelago is now the 
military district of Hawaii, department of 
California. An order creating this district, 
dated September 4th, has just been promul- 
gated by Major General Merriam. The or. 
der has no significanee as to the civil gov- 
eniment to be adopted here and outside 
its military application no further signifi- 
cance than an indication that the islands 
are a part of the territory of the United 
States and@ are being treated in exactly the 
same way as all other territory of the re- 
public is.

The numerical strength ordered to the 
Orient is as follows: 

First Tennessee regiment, 1,286: Twentieth 
Kansas regiment, 1,301; Fifty-first Iowa reg- 
iment, 1,251; First Washington regiment, 
1,315: recruits Second Oregon regiment, 300;

States army, 400. Total force, 5,856.

McKINLEY VISITS HOSPITAL 


President Drops in Upon the Sick at 
Fort Myer Unannounced. 
Washington, September 20.—President 
McKinley this afternoon made a personal 
inspection of the hospital at Fort Myer, 
Va. Accompanied by Adjutant General 
Corbin he left the white house at 1:30 p. 
m., and drove, unannounced, tu the fort. 
He proceeded directly to the hospital, and 
introducing himself to Major Davis, the 
United States agmy surgeon in charge of 
the hosvital, informed him that he had 
come to make an inspection of the institu- 
tion and pay his respects to the patients 

and those in charge. 
Major Davis, the attendants and patients 
alike were surprised and gratified at the 
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| nearly 400 patients. Major Davis present- 


ed him to each of the assistant surgeons 
and nurses, and subsequently the president 
talked Informally to the convalescent pa- 
tients, . 

_ The president carefully inspected the 
kitchen and examined the food supplied to 
the hospital patients. At the conclusion 
of the examination he expressed himseif 
as well satisfied with the arrangements 
made for caring for the sick, but de- 
sired it to be understood that the patients 
were to want for nothing that would im- 
prove their condition or render them more 
comfort. 

The patients were particularly pleased 
at the visit of the president, and Major 
Davis said as the party left the hospital 
that it would do more to cheer up the sick 
men than any quantity of medicine. 


ALGER SPEAKS TO SOLDIERS. 


Secretary of War Visits Camp Hamil- 
ton at Lexington, Ky. 
Lexington, Ky., September 20.—Secretary 
Alger and party inspected Camp Hamilton 
and reviewed the troops this morning, Sur- 
geon General Sternberg praised the divi- 
sion hospital The brigade of immunes 
was ‘insvected in the afternoon. After 
the review Secretary Alger made a short 
address to the soldiers, admonishing them 
to be strong in their duty to their country.

ga To Be Pure. 

Chickamauga National Military Park, 
Ga., September 20.—Mr. Charles F. Craig, 
the government bacteriologist, who has 
been engaged in making a chemical anal- 
ysis of the various springs and wells in 
the park, and the water from the Chicka- 
mauga river, from which the troops re- 
ceived their supply while bere, completed 
his investigations today, and made a formal 
report to Major Giffen, surgeon in charge 
of the Sternberg hospital. 

Dr. Craig said to the Associated Press, 
with reference to the result of his investi- 
gations: 

I cannot give you my report, but you 
can say that I have been surprised at 
the result of my researches. had ex- 
pected to find the water of ‘Chicka- 
mauga river especially thoroughly pol- 
lut and imprégnated with disease 
germs; on the contrary, ‘I have: found 
the water from this stream absolutely 
pure and free from the slightest taint of 
any kind. The samples I examined 
were taken from the river after the 
recent rains. 

Chickamauga river is the stream that 
furnished the water supply for the pipe 
line, and which had been characterized 
by certain volunteer physicians and officers 
as being poisoned with disease germs and 
unfit for use. 

The hospitals reports for today show no 
deaths, either at Sternberg or Leiter. 

Twenty-seven men were released from 
Sternberg and furloughed, and two from 
Leiter, leaving 376 at the former, and fifty- 
eight at the latter hospital. 

Colonel Wheeler, late of General Breck- 
inridge’s staff, but more recently assigned 
as inspector of commissary and quarter- 
masters’ supplies at this point, was today 
ordered to report to Washington for as- 
signment to other duties. 
The last carload of medical supplies 
remaining in the stores here has been 


shipped to Atlanta.

They 
are an industrious class of people, and 
very intelligent, Their chief occupation ig 
farming, and in this pursuit they have to 
equal, for their farms are the finest, best 
tilled in the state. The exodus will not be 
from this section alone, but from many 
parts of the state, and from all over the 
country as well, and judging from the re. 
ports which have been received from dil. 
ferent points, the number seeking new 
homes in the colony will reach several 
thousand. 

The Mennonites in this section of the 
country will rendezvous at Elkhart, where 
exc.rsions trains will be chartered to take 
the emigrants to their Georgia homes,

He is as mute as a 
mummy about Cleveland and Carlisle, 
whom he worships so devotedly that he 
turned republican because the Chicago con- 
vention repudiated Clevelandism. ‘Colonel 
Jim” has not had a word of denunciation 
since he started in this campaign for the 
populist silverites, although last year and 
the year before he denounced them as vig- 
orously as the English language would per- 
mit. 

The fusion trade'is not going through as 
smoothly as Messrs. Wilkinson and Milikin 
hoped it would.

In the 
epeech from the throne her majesty dwelt 
wpon the innumerable proofs of patrictism 
and@ affection for the dynasty manifested 
since her accession to the throne. the 
recollection of which, she added, can never 
be effaced from her memory.

He Was a Member of a Wealthy New 
York Family, 


HAD BEEN MISSING FOR YEARS 


Found and Identified by His Aged 
Father. 


WIS CAREER IN THE CITY OF BRUNSWICK 


While There Was Engaged in News- 
paper Business and Fell in Love 
with a Married Woman. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 
News reached Brunswick yesterday from 
Huntsville, Ala., that the body of William 
Baker, alias Bates, a private of the First 
regiment who died seven days ago, had 
been exhumed at the request of the father 
and that the distracted old man had dis- 
covered in the buried man the remai23 
of his only son. The story went on to teil 
how Baker, alias Bates, had left home 
years ago and come to the south. His 
father was a Wall street capitalist and the 
home that Baker, alias Bates, left was one 
of sumptuous luxury, situated on fashion- 
able Fifth avenue. 

End of the Long Search. 

For a long time the father searched for 
his unfortunate son and finally gave him 
up in despair. When the war broke cut 
he watched the eniistment rolls, and one 
day in some manner had an intimation that 
his son had joined the First regiment. He 
started south on receipt of this information, 


but on arriving at camp discovered that 
the only man to fit his description had 
died seven days before. The body vas 
exhumed and found to be that of his long 
lost son. What was left of him was care- 
fully removed from its resting place and 
the remain’s carried to New York, where 
they will be given a burial suited to the 
wealth and tastes of the family to which 
he belonged. All this read like a romance 
to the people of Brunswick, and espe- 
cially to the newspaper fraternity, of which 
Baker, alias Bates, was one for months 
previous to his enlistment. He Was 2 
man of magnificent physique and splendid 
address. 
His Career in Brunswick. 

When he came to Brunswick his charm- 
ing manner won him a place in the hearts 
of the boys at once and he was given a 
place on The Morning Call. There he 
was seen nightly by The Constitution cor- 
respondent and to the correspondent be- 
came known, as far as the Brunswick 
end was concerned, the romance of his 
life. It seems that Baker, alias Bates, 
was more attractive to women even than 
he was to men. One of the fair sex be- 
came captivated with him. Unfortunate- 
ly for her, she was married. Bates knew 
what the result would be if he remained in 
the city, so when Captain Hopkins was get- 
ting up recruits he decided to leave. He 
threw away all his chances thac might 
follow from his talents given the rignt ai- 
rection and enlisted as a private in the 
ranks of Uncle Sam’s great army. There 
was genuine regret around The Call of- 
fice when Bates ‘eft, and of him the 
Messrs. Leavys, his former employers, 
Said: “He was one of the best men The 
Call ever had and one of the most perfect 
gentlemen in the world.’’ 

The sad ending of Bates’s life in the 
Cemp at Huntsville brings sorrow 10 those 
who knew him, but they are glad that his 
loved ones have his body and will give 
it a burial befitting the man.

I. N. Manley, the only patient, 
died today and was hastily buried near the 
spot where the man Kilgore was buried. 
His companion, who had been nursing him, 
Was sent north on the midnight train and 
tomorrow the infected building will be 
thoroughly fumigated. 

The board of health has adopted an ordi- 
nance forbidding all steamboats and other 
water craft clearing from New Orleans 
to land at any point in Mississippi. This 
order will stop all river traffic northward 
until the marine hospital service places 
inspectors on a.i boats landing at Missis- 
sippi points, Drs. Tackett and Anderson, 
employed by the government in the San- 
tiago hospitals, have tendered their services 
by cable to the state in case of an epidemic. 

Three new cases are reported at Taylor's 
Station. No report from Orwood. 

The board of health has ordered that all 
articles of freight in the first class be ad- 
mitted to the state from New Orleans un- 
der the rules and regulations adopted at 
the Atlanta convention. 


INSPECTORS AT CHATTANOOGA. 


Passengers from Fever Infected Points 
Must Move On. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., September 20.—Dr. 
H. A. Dykes, president of the city board 
of health, tonight received notice from Dr. 
Walter Wyman, assistant surgeon general 
United States marine hospital service, to 
the effect that Dr. G. M. Hunt, acting as- 
sistant surgeon, had been authorized to 
employ six inspectors to inspect all trains 
arriving in Chattanooga from the yellow 

fever infected districts. 

This inspection means that parties from 
infected cities or towns will not be allowed 
to leave the trafms while in this city, but 
will be compelled to pass through to other 
points. The city health board opposes a 
general quarantine for Chattanooga, but 
will not object to the proper inspection. 
Inspectors will be appointed and put on to- 
morrow. 

Uneasiness in Selma. 

Selma, Ala., September 20.—(Special.)— 
There is considerable uneasiness felt here 
on account of the yellow fever situation, 
and every possible precaution is being 
taken to keep it out of Selma and Dallas 
county. The city has been thoroughly 
cleaned and the quarantine restrictions 
are becoming more and more stringent. 
This evening the county board of health 
quarantined against the entire state of 
Mississippi. 

No New Cases in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., September 2.—The 
board of health reported no new cases 
teday and there is no change in the quar- 
antine situation, except that Covington 
and the St. Tammany country have opened 
their doors wide, declaring that no fever 
can exist there, 


RATE SITUATION CAUSES ALARM 


President Chauncey Vepew Will Visit 
the West on Inspection. 

New York, September 20.—The rate situa- 
tion in St. Louis territory is causing deep 
concern among railroad mem both east and 
west. The attention of the Joint Traffic 
Association has been called to the threat- 
ened trouble in a number of ways and ef- 
forts are making in the direction of har- 
mony. 

Conditions have assumed so serious an 
aspect in St. Louis territory, however, that 
President Chauncey M. Depew, of.the Joint 
Traffic Association, is going out there early 
next month for the purpose of investigation 
and mediation, if possible. He will look in- 
to the causes of the present disagreement 
and will consult with the leading officers 
of the St. Louis roads with a view to in- 
ducing them to adjust their differences and 
keep freig@t rates on a stable basis. 

Mr. Depew remarked yesterday that he 
did not believe that any one of the rail- 
roads engaged in the rate cutting was 
profiting by the operation, He @Rought that 
‘‘pure cussedness’’ was at the bottom of the 
trouble.

People and Officials Are Anxious for 
the Boys To Come. . 

Columbus, Ga., Sentember 20.—(Special.)— 
Thirty-odd years ago the prospect of the 
location of a large body of United States 
soldiers in Columbus would have thrown 
the city into a fury. Today the city has 
an opportunity to make a bid for a big en- 
campment and is making every effort to 
secure the soldiers. The city government 
is fairly humping itself to get the encamp- 
ment which. will come to Georgia and 
which is being so eagerly sought after 
everywhere. Everything possible to be 
done has been done. The commission of

In short, the public sentiment of the 
city is in favor of non-interference with 
the present system of liquor regulation. 
The saloons are open to the inspection of 
passersby, they have to pay a license 
of $1,000, they are not allowed to con- 
tinue the traffic after 10 o’clock at night 
and they are not allowed to encroach on 
the rights. of residents in any part of 
the city. 

It is as complete and as satisfactory 
a solution of the liquor question as can 
be arrived at in a city of any impor- 
tance or commercial pretensions, and, 
such as it is, the people are satisfied 
with it, 


The Water Bonds. 

The question of water bonds is, in its 
essence, a vital one. It has to do di- 
rectly with the matter of the people’s 
health, and even if the cost of the new 
mains were to fall upon the citizens as 
a direct charge and tax, the extension is 
one that should command the cheerful 
support of all. 

The Constitution knows full well the 
public aversion to bond issues; it seems 
to be instinctive, but it really is based 
on the experience which our people have 
had since the war with issues and over- 
issues of securities of various sorts and 
descriptions. Other communities do not 
entertain the same feeling of repugnance 
to municipal bonds, but regard them as 
a matter of course—as an easy means 
of shifting some of the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities on those who would other- 
wise enjoy the results free of cost. In 
the current issue of The Bankers’ 
Monthly, we find a list of one hundred 
and fifty municipalities that are prepar- 
ing to issue bonds for the purpose of 
creating or improving public utilities. 

But the proposition which our voters 
now have to consider is entirely differ- 
ent in some of its aspects from any that 
has ever been made to them. It is not 
a proposition to lay any additional bur- 
dens of taxation upon them. On the 
contrary, it is a project which will car- 
ry itself out and provide funds with 
which to pay for itself, if the people will 
give their consent to the enterprise. We 
have the word of Mayor Collier, who 
has looked deeply in this and collateral 
questions, and the word of Judge Hill- 
yer, who is perfectly familiar with all 
the details of our waterworks system, 
that the proposed issue of bonds would 
not work a hardship to a single taxpay- 
er in the city. 

The estimates of the water board 
show that the increased revenue which 
would result from the large addition to 
the number of those who use the city 
water would more than pay the inter- 
est even the first year. After the first 
year, the increased use of the water will 
place enough money in the treasury 
from this source alone to create a sink- 


ing fund large enough to pay off the en- 


tire issue, principal and interest, in 
fifteen years if it became advisable to 
retire the bonds at that time. There 
are already enough applications for the 
increased use of water for one-half of 
the mains to be laid. 

These facts take the project out of 
the category of ordinary bond issues. 
The people are asked, not to give their 
consent to an increase in taxes, but to 
make an investment that will begin to 
pay for itself from its inception. They 
are asked to make this investment, not 
because it will pay for itself, but be- 
cause an increase in the water mains 
will give the city a higher record for 
health. It is admitted that the one 
difficulty with which most cities have 
to deal, from a sanitary point of view, 
is to be found in those diseases that 
have their remote origin in the imprép- 
er management of excrementary filth, 
such as typhoid, scarlet fever and the 
like. These diseases ask no odds of 
climate or site. The one preventive is 
pure drinking water, and it is admitted 
that our city water is as pure as any 
undistilled water can be. 

In view of these facts, the extension 
of the water mains becomes a ques- 
tion of vital importance to all the peo- 
ple. This is the principal reason the 
voters of the city are to be asked to 
give their consent to a bond issue that 
will not cost the taxpayers a dollar of 
additional taxes. This is why The 
Constitution, which is unalterably op- 
posed to any increase in taxation, urges 
the people to overcome their gentimental 
aversion to bonds, and give our city 
government authority to provide pure 
water for the hundreds who are willing 
and able to pay for ft. 

We say nothing about the reduction 
on fire insurance premiums as the re- 
sult of better fire protection in those 
sections of the city which are more or 
less exposed. More important than re- 
duced premiums is the question of 
health, and we think this will be large- 
ly solved by the extension of mains in 
those quarters where the people are 
now compelled to use water that is dan- 
gerous to health. 

If the voters: of Atlanta will bear in 
mind the fact that the whole charge of 
the bonds to be issued will be paid by 
those who are clamorous for city water, 
and that not a cent of increased taxa- 
tion will be necessary, we do not think 
that they will refuse to give their con- 
sent to the proposed issue.

General Wheeler’s Renomination. 

Without regard to political affilia- 
tions, the newspapers of the country are 
warmly congratulating General Joseph 
Wheeler on the exceedingly compliment- 
ary manner in which he has recently 
been honored by his constituents of the 
eighth congressional district of Ala- 
bama. 

Certainly the tribute which General 
| prpesier has -received a 
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| saying that seldom has anything of the 
kind ever before occurred in the history 
of American politics. Often have can- 
didates been chosen for high positions 
of trust without opposition, but rarely 
have they attained to such positions 
through the combined suffrages of all 
political parties, In the recent primary 
election in the eighth congressional dis- 
trict of Alabama, democrats, republicans 
and populists united in voting for Gen- 
eral ‘Wheeler, and never didthey exercise 
the privileges of the ballot with keener 
enjoyment. 

On account of his military duties 
which kept him continually at the front 
General Wheeler was unable to meet his 
constituents during the campaign, but 
the result of the recent primary election 
proves that his constituents were not 
indifferent to his claims. éAs the hero 
of Santiago, General Wheeler endeared 
himself to the heart of the entire na- 
tion, and there can be little surprise 
felt over the tribute of his unanimous 
renomination in the eighth congression- 
al district( While the tribute is almost 
without precedent, it is nevertheless 
richly deserved. General ‘Wheeler made 
sacrifices for the country’s flag in the 
late war which few others made, while 
the gallantry with which he fought up- 
on the field of battle was unsurpassed. 
These considerations amply justify the 
esteem in which he is held by the peo- 
ple of the country as well as of his own 
home district, and they’ furthermore 
warrant the prediction that his brave 
services in the hour of the country’s 
peril will long be held in grateful re- 
membrance, 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, ‘which 
is one of the strongest republican news- 
papers in the country, declares that 
with the exception of General Washing- 
ton, who was the choice of all political 
‘parties for the high office of president 
of the United States, General Wheeler is 
perhaps the only man who has ever 
been honored in such manner for any 
high office in the gift of the people, 
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Honor to the Veterans. 

It is fitting that when the Second 
Georgia regiment returns to this city 
to be mustered out of service it should 
be received with all honor. 

When, at the call of their country, 
these young men gave up home and bus- 
iness to go to the front they carried 
with them the honor of the state whose 
name they illustrated.

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Dr. E. H. Barnett. 

In the death of Dr. Kk. H. Barnett, the 
beloved pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, Atlanta loses one of her purest 
and best citizens, and the cause of re- 
ligion in its b#oadest sense is bereaved 
of one of its noblest exemplars. 

For several weeks prior to his death 
Dr. Barnett’s condition was extremely 
critical, and there was little ground for 
hope that he would ever be restored to 
his pulpit; but while the fatal termina- 
tion of hig illness could thus be fore- 
shadowed in advance, the sorrow occa- 
sioned by the announcement of his death 
is none the less keen on this account. 
No amount of preparation can school 
the heart to suppress its grief when the 
hour of separation comes. 

Dr. Barnett occupied the pulpit of the 
First Presbyterian church for: nearly 
sixteen years, and during that long in- 
terval he endeared himself not only to 
the members of his own .congregation 
but to the entire community irrespec- 
tive of denominational lines. He was 
averse to sensationalism for the reason 
that he did not believe that it harmon- 
ized with the spirit of Christianity, but 
he nevertheless preached the gospel 
with ggeat power and attracted thou- 
sands to hear him through the magnet- 
ism of his earnestness and of his conse- 
crated life. He never lost sight of the 
fact that he was one of the ambassadors 
of the Most High, and in smal] things 
as well as in great things he exempli- 
fied the teachings of the Nazarene. Ver- 
ily, death, hag stilled one of the noblest 
of hearts and ended one of the most 
useful of careers in the death of Dr. 
Barnett. 

In the grief which has fallen upon 
his congregation and upon his home 
circle, the entire community shares, and 
in every part of Georgia the announce- 
ment of the death of this prince in Is- 
rael will be received with profound re-

War Investigation To Be Thorough. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

Among those who have been offered and 
who have accepted a place on the com- 
mission to inquire into the conduct of 
the quartermaster, cOmmissary and med- 
ica] departments during the war is Cap- 
tain Evan Howall, so long identified with 
The Atlanta Constitution, and a man who 
possesses the confidence of the entire 
south. 

In accepting appointment on the com- 
mission of inquiry Captain Howell states 
that he is convinced the president de- 
Sires a‘ thorough investigation of these 
army departments, without reference to 
whom it might involve, 

The presence of Captain Howell upon 
such a board of inquiry is a sufficient 
guaranty that no official against whom 
charges of incompetency, dishonesty or 
neglect of duty may be established will 
be shielded or “whitewashed.” 

His appointnient is evidence that the 
president desires a non-partisan inquiry, 
for Captain Howell was one of the 
Stanchest supporters of William J. Bryan 
in the democratic national convention, 
in his newspaper and at the polls, 

In the south, where he lives and is 
known by the great majority of the peo- 
ple, his bare, unsupported word is as 
good as any man’s bond. 

Certainly, if the president desired that 
any facts concerning the alleged mis- 
management of the army departments 
should be concealed or any official ‘“‘white- 
washed” he would not have appointed 
honest, sturdy Evan Howell as one of 
the board of inquiry. 

The fact is that the president is most 
anxious for a detailed inquiry into the 
conduct of these departments, first for 
the purpose of fixing individual responsi- 
bility in all cases of mismanagement that 
may be discovered, and in the second 
Place of taking action necessary to guard 
against a répetition of it in the future.

During the past few weeks Richard Hard- | 


ing Davis has been telling some plain truths 
about the war in various weekly papers and 
Magazines of the north, and in one article 
he pays his respects to Major General Shaf- 
ter, to whom he refers as ‘“‘this incompetent 
and boorish Falstaff.”” The metaphor, even 
with the attached adjectives, is not a good 
one, for Falstaff was a companionable old 
chap, while a Santiago tarantula could not 
get along with Shafter. But, although the 
general gets the best of the comparison, 
a rabid republican newspaper and supporter 
of the administration—The Philadelphia 
Press—takes offense at it, and calls Mr. 
Davis nearly all the names.that look well 
in print—because he has had the courage 
to tell the truth. It attempts to identify him 
with the yellow journalism that all white 
men abhor, and asks if Mr. Davis’s preju- 
dice is not the result of some personal en- 
counter with the bulky commander of the 
Fifth army corps. 

I do not want to undertake to answer for 
Mr. Davis on the grave indictment thus 
presented, but I do waht to talk about Gen- 
eral Shafter for a little while, because my 
own humble opinion of him has been crit- 
icised in the same way. There is not a 
newspaper man who went to Cuba with the 
army of invasion who is not open to the 
charge of Shafterian prejudice. But in the 
same way it is proper to say that no gen- 
tleman has ever yet received a deliberate 
insult at the hands of another who did not 
become prejudice against the author of the 
affront; not a man but dislikes a boor who 
steps on his toes and then growls at him 
for placing his toes within stepping distance. 
If there is a single redeeming feature in a 
person we dislike it becomes prominent 
because of its very isolation, and we, mag- 
nify it in our own minds. But when a man 
is hopelessly and absolutely without such 
a feature, we have to let the charge of 
prejudice be entered against us by de- 


fault.

Shafter is such a man. In his treatment 
of his own subordinates, of the railroad 
men, of the contraccors, of the transport 
captains an@ of the correspondents with 
whom he had to deal at Tampa, on the way 
to Cuba, and during the Santiago cam- 
paign he was the ugliest and gurliest hu- 
man being that I ever saw, or ever want 
to see again. We kept away from him as 
much as possible befure the embarkation, 
and we did not print what we thought about 
him because we were forced to believe that 
the war,department had some good reason 
for appointing him to the command of so 
important an expedition, and we imagined 
that his disposition was only the common 
gruffness of a soldier aggravated by an 
attack of gout. But when we landed in 
Cuba aad gaw that he was not a soldier, and 
did not possess the military genius of a 
flea, we felt that the time had come for us 
to undeceive the folks at home as we had 
been undeceived at the front. There was 
a emall boy in school once who asked his 
teacher why, if beauty was only skin deep, 
the rhinoceros wasyso ugly. The story 
suggested itself to us when we were called 
uvon, for the first time, to shatter the idol 
wnich the war department had built for all 
the wdérld to worship. 

In the department's blind determination 
to make a hero of Shafter, the department 
should have posted Shafter in advance as to 
its determination. Apparently no one did 
this, and Shafter alienated himself from 
his command and his camp followers long 
before the time came for him to show him- 
self in his true colors. At Tampa he was 
as much of a boor as he was at Santiago. 
Up to the time that he reached Florida 
the government’s work was progressing 
smoothly, the arriving troops were being 
assigned to comfortable camps, and the 
transports were clearing for duty without 
a hitch. The officers of the army then 
in command were gentlemen, and they knew 
they were dealing -vith gentlemen. The 
railroad men and the newspaper men were 
giad to aid the army in every way possi- 
ble, and it was the determination of every- 
body to get the invading army in shape at 
the very earliest moment.

the same insufferable and incompetent 
and inconceivable ruffian that he was in 
Tampa.

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One day the news drifted into camp that 
an agreement had been reached with the 
Spaniards whereby Lieutenant Hobson and 
the crew of the Merrimac were to be sur- 
rendered in exchange for a score or more 
of Spanish prisoners.

In a few 
minutes an aid on Shafter’s staff named 
Noble dashed up and said, with a rough- 
ness that he must have learned from his 
master:

“Present our compliments to General

In one of my letters I said that if Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler had been born in Mich- 
igam we would have taken Santiago in 
four days, and the statement has received 
flattering newspaper comment. But it was 
not meant lightly. Those of us who saw

When 
the returns are all in and the scales are 
balanced, Shafter is going to be the brake 
on the wheel, the clog im the clock, the 
weight which the jockey carries in the 
race. There is danger that in picturing him 
as he is some sympathy may be aroused, 
but that is one of the risks which we tem- 
porary historians must take. If we did 
not take it some people might think that

THERE WAS A PECULIAR ACCIDENT 
last night on the Decatur line of the Con- 
solidated Street Railroad Company, by 
which three young men were hurt, the 
ear badly wrecked, the wire poles torn 
down and a motorman escaped death only 
by what seemed to be a miracle. 

About half-past 9 o'clock last night a car, 
with a few passengers, was going to Deca- 
tur, and when Clifton was reached a pole, 
which had sagged and was lying across 
the road and about ten feet above the 
tracks, struck the front of the car. 

Motorman Helms was thrown off the car 
and he did not have time to use the crank 
or brake. The consequence was that the 
car kept going, and having on a high 
rate of speed, it tore down pole after pole 
before the wire was finally broke and the 
current cut off. 

If the pole which caused the accident 
had struck the motorman he would proba- 
bly have been instantly killed, but it only 
grazed him and a part of the wire dragged 
him from the car. His escape from death 
was nothing short of a miracle. 

Three young men, who were passengers, 
were hurt. The officers of the company 
claim they jumped from the moving car, 
and that all who remained in their seats 
were uninjured. 

The ycung men hurt were Ken Kahn, 
Mavry Mabel and Gene Smi:n. ‘She two 
former were taken to the Grady hospital, 
Where their wounds were dressed. Mr. 
Smith went to his home. 

Kahn was the worst hurt of the three. 
He was struck about the head and there 
were severe contusions over each eye. He 
was covered with blood, and it was thought 
for a while that he hed been killed. 

Mabel had a shoulder dislocated and was 
in great pain. 

Smith was hurt about the hand and wrist. 

As soon as the accident occurred a car 
Was sent to the scene and the wounded 
conveyed to the city. At the corner of 
Decatur and Butler streets the hospital am- 
bulance met the car and Kahn and Mabel 
were transferred and taken to the hospital, 
where they were given the necessary atten- 
tion and put to bed. Smith declined to go 
to the hospital and was taken home by a 
fricnd. 

The car, which was one of the old ones 
and closed, was a bad wreck. It did not 
leave the track, however. The front por- 
tion of it was shattered and a part of the 
front platform demolished. 

For two hundred yards the wire poles 
were laid upon the ground and the wire 
stretched along the crossties. It looked as 
if a’ small cyclone had been along that 
Way. The poles were wrenched and torn 
from the ground and laid at different an- 
gles on the sides of the road. 

It was \stated last night that the road 
Officials suspected some person of placing 
the leaning pole across the track. They 
said they could not understand how it 
could have been lifted from its position 
accidentally and swung where a car could 
Strike it. : 

Motorman Helms stated that he did not 
Bee the fallen pole until he was right on 
it. At the point where the accident oc- 
curred the road makes a long curve and it 
Was very dark. When the car is going fast 
& small thing like a pole would appear to 
be a shadow if it was seen at all. 

The conductor on the car stated that 
MO one on the car was hurt except the 
three mentioned, and they jumped from 
the car for safety. All who remained quiet 
escaped injury. 

The road will be repaired this morning 
and there will be no interference with 
travel to Decatur.

David Leonard Takes One on Top of a

WAS CAUGHT AT ACWORTH, GA. 


He Claims a Negro Gave Him the Bi- 
cycle—Will Be Tried on Charge of 
Larceny in Atlanta. : 


David Leonard, a young white man, was 
arrested yesterday at Acworth, Ga., and 
was brought to Atlanta last night on the 
charge of stealing a bleycle, and if the 
charge is true he made one of the most 
remarkable bicycle steals on record. 

Night before last Leonard walked into 
the union depot with a bicycle, and when 
no one was looking he climbed to the top 
of a coach and with a string drew the 
wheel up after him. With the bicycle by 
this side he rode on the Western and At- 
lantic train as far as Acworth. There is 
no telling how much further he would have 
fone on the strange ride if he had not 
been stopped by a telegram to Marshal 
Sorrells, of Acworth. When the train 
stopped the marshal told the conductor he 
wanted one of his passengers, but a search 
through the coaches was fruitless. Some 
one at the depot spied Leonard on the top 
of the car and he and the wheel were taken 
down. 

Tne young man who lost the bicycle 
which was in Leonard’s possession found a 
boy Monday night who saw and talked to 
Levunard, it f said, pefore the latter ieft., 
‘LO the boy Levnara, so the poys states, 
told how we siipped the wheel away from 
where it had peen left, and said he intend- 
ed to go to Chattanooga and sell it. This 
led to tne telegram being sent to Acworth. 

At the city prison iast night Leonard ad- 
mitted that he crawled to the top of the 
coach with the pbicycie for the purpose of 
taking a ride to Chattanooga, but he stated 
that the wheel had peen given to him by a 
negro, a part of the story which the offi- 
cers refuse to believe. 

A warrant has been sworn out charging 
Leonard with larceny. He is about eigh- 
teen years of age and has bis:n working 
for the Atlanta machine works. At one 
time he ws acting as a railroad brakeman.

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WHAT COCAINE DID 
FOR A POLICEMAN 


Police Board Investigates Strange Case 
Against G. L. Stallings. 


Struck a Negro with a Pistol and Took 
a Queer Ride. 


CLAIMS IT WAS ALL DUE TO A DRUG 


Board Decides That Cocaine Is as Bad 
as Whisky—The Case May 
Be Reopened.

THE POLICE BOARD WAS CALLED 
upon last night to investigate one of the 
strangest cases that has ever come up 
for trial. Patrolman G. L. Stallings, who 
has been on the mounted force, was ar- 
raigned for being under the influence of an 
intoxicant and for conduct unbecoming an 
officer. He pleaded not guilty, and while 
he did not seek to disprove that he had 
acted as witnesses swcre he did, yet he 
claimed he ought not to be held responsi- 
ble as he had taken a powerful drug as 
medicine with no intention to get under 
the influence of it to such an extent as he 
did. 

Last Friday afternoon Stallings. so it was 
stated by a witness, met a negro carpen- 
ter on his way home from work and un- 
Certook to errest him. He drew his pistol 
and struck the negro over the head and 
then compelli2d him to go to the corner of 
Decatur and Fort streets, There Dr., Mel 
Martin persuaded Stallings to turn the 
negro loose. The mistreated negro re- 
ported the matter to Sergeant Abbott and 
the sergeant with two patrolmen went to 
Dr. Martin's drugstore but found it closed 
and the doctor gone. When Dr. Martin 
was found some blocks away he denied at 
first that Stallings was in his place of 
business, but afterwards allowed the offi- 
cers to go into the room where the pa- 
trolman was lying on a bed, 

Sergeant Abbott testified that he believel 
Stallings was under the influence of some- 
thing but there was no odor of whisky on 
his breath. 

Captain Jennings stated that Stallings 
was like a drunken man and called Ser- 
eceant Abbott a liar in the captain’s office. 

Other members of the police depart- 
ment said Stallings was wild and while 
he was like a man drunk, yet it did not 
seem that hhe had been drinking whisky 
or beer. 

Dr. Martin testified that he thought the 
officer was under the influence of a drug, 
probably cocaine. The reason the doctor 
Was anxious to conceal the officer was be- 
cause he knew that policemen were al-’ 
ways under suspicion when they were un- 
natural in their conduct. 

Stallings, when taken to the police bar- 
racks Friday night, was locked up until 
morning, when he was allowed to go home. 

In addition to the story told by the ne- 
gro carpenter with its subsequent develop- 
ments, a negro cabman related how he 
hauled the officer from dowWn town to an 
alley. The alley was too narrow for the 
hack to pass through and yet Stallings 
insisted that he drive into it. When the 
cabman jumped out to turn the horse, 
Stallings seized the whip, and crawling 
over the seat of the vehicle, cut the horse 
with the lash. 

A visit, so the cabman said,was made 
to a beer saloon where Stallings swore 
that he (the cabman) must drink a gal- 
lon of beer. The cabman® slipped away 
to get rid of his troublesome passenger. 

A young man stated to the board that 
he ordered the thack for Stallings and he 
believed the officer was drinking a little. 

Four or five witnesses testified that 
Stallings was never known to drink before 
and that there was no odor of whisky or 
beer to be detected on him Friday night. 
Police officers state that he had always 
made a most excellent policeman for the 
six years he had been on the force. 

Stallings made a statement in which he 
said that the had catarrh and a physician 
had prescribed for him to inhale a cocaine 
powder. At times he _ suffered terribly, 
and the cocaine always relieved him. He 
had been using it off and on for four years 
but never to any excess. He did not re- 
member anything that transpired from 4 
o’clork Friday afternoon. He supposed 
hfe had taken too much of the cocaine, 
which was purely unintentional. He 
hoped the board would be lenient with him 
for this his first and only offense, 

In executive session the board decided 
that it might be dangerous to keep a man 
on the force who was lable to get into 
such a condition es Stallings nad been in 
last Friday, and he was given the privilege 
to resign, 

It is possible that Stallings will not re- 
sign at once, but will request the board to 
reopen his case. “If he does not resign the 
‘board will have to meet again and either 
dismiss him from the force or open the 
case and reconsider the sentence. It was 
intimated in the meeting yesterday that if 
Stallings did not resign after the action 
taken he would be dismissed. 

Mayor Collier made the statement that 
while he sympathized with any man who 
lost a position, a man who took cocaine 
was worse than the one who drank whis- 
ky. The assz¢ult on the peaceful, law abid- 
ing negro was outrageous, and ought not 


to be tolerated. 

The last of the Stallings case may not 
come until the board has considered it 
again. 

A case has been made in the police 
court against Stallizgss on a charge of 
disorderly conduct, anc the negro whom 
he struck says he has ¢worn out a War- 
rant for assault and battery.

THE WATER BOND ELECTION, 
which oceurs October Sth, has been given 
a@ great deal of attention by the thinking 
voters of Atlanta and much interest is 
centering about the discussion which is 
being indulged in by those who have 
studied the situation. 

When the discussion was first brought 
about by the water department little in- 
terest was taken in the movement by the 
average citizen whose residence and office 
was supplied with water and who had 
nothing to do but turn the faucet when 
water was desired. But there is another 
class of citizens who have no water con- 
nections and who live in localities in the 
city where there are no water mains and 
where water mains cannot be laid until 
there is some provision for the expense 
that would result from the extension of 
the mains. It is this class of citizens in 
particular that is so vitally interested in 
the coming water bond election. 

That the water department has brought 
to the attention of the city the fact that 
the investment is a paying one cannot 
now be doubted when the figures con- 
tained in Superintendent Park Woodward's 
report are examined. But even if the de- 
partment only paid expenses, still the ex- 
tension of the mains would be a wise, 
thing to encourage, since the water sup- 
ply is a necessity to everybody. 

Mayor Collier’s reference to the matter, 
which was printed in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, caused a good deal of comment. 
He stated that the vast majority of deaths 
from scarlet and typhoid fever occurred 
in localities where there was no water- 
works. In his opinion, Atlanta would al- 
most be immune from contagious diseases 
if there was water in abundance in every 
household and cleanliness in every home. 

From a business standpoint, Mayor Col- 
lier says the extension of the water mains 
is a good investment for the city. He be- 
lieves that the bonds should be issued 
and there are many others who have 
made a study of existing conditions who 
are of the same opinion. 

“I cannot conceive haw any. thinking 
person could vote against the ‘ssue of the 
proposed water bonds,” said Superintend- 
ent Woodward yesterday. “I am satis- 
fied that the increased revenue desired 
fram the laying of the additional mains, 
which this money would enable the city 
to do, would before the expiration of the 
thirty years provided for the payment of 
the bonds not only pay the principal and 
interest of the bonds, but the city will 
realize in addition to this a large sum of 
money, so that the bond issue, from a 
financial standpoint, would be a material] 
benefit to the city. In addition to the in- 
creased healthfulness to the city -by the 
use of hydrant water instead of poisoned 
wells which breed typhoid and other fevers, 
the increased fire protection which the peo- 
ple would enjoy would no doubt result in 
a material reduction in the present rate 
of fire insurance. 

“I Know that, as a rule, the issue of 
bonds is honestly opposed by a great many 
people, but I do not belig@ve that a single 
person in the city of Atlanta, if they un- 
derstood this question or if they would take 
the trouble to investigate the question, 
would hesitat2> to vote tor this bond issue. 

“Those people who now enjoy the benefits 
of our watepv system should think of those 
who are deprived of it, and put themselves 
in the same position as the people who do 

“Not enjoy these benefits and want the water. 

“The issue of these bonds would not only 
‘Increase the present tax rate, but in addi- 
tion to the amount set aside for the sinking 
funds for the payment of the bonds pay 
into the city treasury annually a large 
amount of money which would go toward 
Paying the expenses of the city govern- 
ment. Not only this, but the yearly appro- 
priations made for the laying of water 
mains from $10,000 to $30,000 from the gen- 
eral fund would not be required, as the 
$200,000 would practically complete the sys- 
tem and these annual appropriations could 


go toward paying the expenses of other 


departments of the city government. 

“If the people of Atlanta knew the suf- 
fering in the city caused by the want of 
healthful water, and if they could visit the 
localities I have and hear the appeals that 
are made to the members of the board, as 
well as myself for water, fhat gift of the 
Creator, which should be pure and health- 
ful, and if they could visit the fever-strick- 
en districts of this city and listen to the 
pitiful tales which I have had to undergo, 
they would rise up unanimously and give 
the necessary relief by voting for the is- 
suing of these bonds. Those who enjoy the 
benefits of water, gas, electric lights, 
paved streets, etc., cannot and do not ap- 
preciate the situation of those who do not 
enjoy these benefits. If they did, the issue 
of these bonds would be a foregone con- 
clusion.”’

THE HEARING ON THE QUESTION 
of appointing a receiver for ‘the Franklin 
Printing and Publishing Company will take 
place before Judge Lumpkin next Saturday. 
In the meantime the company will en- 
deavor to settle the litigation and take the 
matter out of the court. The unsecured 
creditors, if all uf them can be made to 
think the same way, will join the company 
in defeating the receivership. 

A number of parties have been asked to 
be made parties plaintiff to the litigation. 
Joseph L. Shoemaker & Sons, of Philadel- 
phia, have been made parties. The Frank- 
lin company is indebted to them in the sum 
of about $168 on open account, and the 
Shoemaker concern holds several notes 
against the company. 

Attorneys wishing to file interventions 
made many requests for a copy of the 
original bill to Clerk Tanner yesterday. It 
is expected there will be a number of new 
parties when the receivership hearing takes 
place. 

Mr. George W. Harrison has issued a cir- 
cular letter to the unsecured creditors, in 
which he states that if they will assist tu 
defeat the receivership the unsecured cred- 
itors will stand a much better showing to 
geet the value of their claims, otherwise the 
debt of the Fourth National bank and 
expenses that will accrue in the litigation 
will very nearly eat up the assets of the 
Franklin company. 

Mr. Harrison makes the proposition to 
the unsecured creditors that the notes of 
the company will be given them, puayabie 
in one and two years at 5 per cent interest. 
The letter is as foNows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 17, 1898.—Dear 
Sirs: Certain unsecured creditors of the 
Franklin’ Printing and Publishing Company 
have filed a petition against it, asking for 
a receiver. ‘ihe application for a receiver 
will be heard on Saturday, September 24tn. 
If the application should be granted the 
property of the company will we F gridganery 
and the inadequate prices that ll be paid 
for the same will probably not exceed the 
amount of the secured claim of the Fourth 
National bank and the large amount of ex- 
penses that' will be incurred. In that event 
the unsecured creditors would get but lit- 
tle, if anything. But it is probable that 
if they, the unsecured creditors, would 
now accept the notes of the company for 
amounts respectively due them, payabie 
in one and two-years, with 5 per cent in- 
terest, that the application for a receiver 
could be defeated and that the company 


, eould within two years recover its losses 


sustained in the past two years and be able 
to pay at maturity tne notes now offered 
to unsecured creditors. The holders of a 
majority of the capital stock of the com- 
pany, in whose behalf this letter is writ- 
ten, are anxious to make an earnest effort 
to save the company and to pay all of its 
debts. They believe, with the concurrence 
of the unsecured creditors as herein sug- 
gested, they can obtain indulgence from the

Georgia’s grand lodge is represented by 
Hon. John B. Goodwin, who left Atlanta 
last Sunday for Boston. He will return 
next Monday morning. The session of the 
lodge is being held in Copley hall, in Bos- 
ton, and the attendance upwn this session 
is very large, every state in the United 
States being represented. 

This is the seventy-fourth communica- 
tion of the sovereign lodge, which is com- 
posed of four elective and four appointed 
officers, nine past grand sires and 187 rep- 
resentatives from the grand lodges and 
€rand encampments of the United States 
and Canada. 

A number of amendments to the consti- 
tution proposed at the preceding annual 
communicatton will. come up for fina] ac- 
tion. One is intendéa to increase’ the vote 
required to change or amend the unwritten 
Or secret work of the order to a four- 
fifths vote of all present. Another pro- 
poses to change the time for holding the 
sessions from annual to biennial. Sey- 
era] efforts have been made in the past 
to effect these changes, but every time 
the vote has been heavily against them. 

Another proposition in which consider- 
able interest is felt relates to the quali- 
fications of representatives. At present 
they are required to be past grands jin sub- 
ordinate lodges and to ‘have received the 
royal] purple, which is the highest degree 
conferred by the subordinate encampments. 
To this it is proposed to add that they 
shal] be mernbers of a Rebekah lodge and 
of a Canton and to have received all the 
degrees of the order. As a three-fourths 
vote of al] the members present is required 
to alter or amend the constitution, it is 
doubtful whether any of these proposed 
changes will be made.

MONDAY AFTERNOON THE BODY OF 
a dead child was found near a new drive- 
way in the grounds of Clark’s university, 
at South Bend. It had been placed under 
a pile of green pine straw and an effort 
made to burn the straw and the child for 
the purpose of destroying all evidences of 
the murder. 

The affair caused great excitement at 
South Bend and the coroner was notified 
yesterday morning of the crime, and he 
went to work at once to make an investi- 
gation. Yesterday afeernoon he held an im 
quest and the jury found that the child 
had come to its death by foul means and 
that it was a clear case of murder. 

About dusk Monday afternoon two men 
saw the plie of straw and noticed that it 
had been set on fire in several places. 
They found matches, which had been 
struck, near the spot. This caused them to 
make a close inspection and they discov- 
ered beneath the straw a box, and in the 
box was a dead child apparently about a 
month old. It looked like a child of negro 
parentage, but it was possible that the 
dark color of the body was caused from the 
condition it was in. 

The pine straw had been taken from the 
grounds of the university where small trees 
had been felled. The effort made to burn 
green straw showed that the person was 
ignorant about such matters, and this led 
to the belief that the person who ,had left 
the murdered child there and who attempt- 
ed to burn it up was a woman. At least 
thirty matches had been used in the effort 
to get the green straw to ignite. 

The box in which the child’s body had 
been placed was of pasteboard and one of 
the large kind used in dry goods stores. 

At the inquiry yesterday there was suf- 
ficient evidence before the jury to direct 
suspicion to a man and a woman, whose 
names the coroner refused to divulge at 
present. Early this morning a bailiff and 
the coroner will go to South Bend for the 
purpose. of arresting the persons under sus- 
picion. The coroner also declined to say 
whether the persons under suspicion were 
white or black. 

The matter was the cause of much talk 
at South Bend and at the university. It is 
certain that the body was taken to the 
university grounds by outside parties. 

The murdered child had been strangled to 
death. It was dressed very neatly and 
looked as if it had been healthy and 
strong. 

“There is no doubt about a murder having 
been committed,’’ said the coroner yester- 
day, “and the effort to cremate the little 
body makes the crime all the more revolt- 
ing. We will use every means to bring the 
guilty parties to speedy justice. The mo- 
tive for the crime was probably the same 
oid story of a desire to dispose of the living 
evidence of sin. The child may possibly 
be white, about that I will say more later. 
Just now we have evidence pointing to 
certain persons, and we will make some ar- 
rests this morning which I think will be in 
the nature of a sensation to those con- 
cerned.”’ 

The child’s body was buried in the public 
cemetery at South Bend.

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“Tell my church people I love them 
every one, and to try to meet me in 
mansions in the sky to which I have 
tried to point. Ask them to follow my 
precepts, and not always my exam- 
ple.” 

Such was the message of Dr. Edward 
Hammet Barnett, late pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, to his congregation. 
Leaving a life so full of love angl good 
works. and with the assurance of the full 
enjoyment of the lifé to come, the beloved 
pastor passed peacefully away to his just 
‘reward at his home on West Harris street, 
yesterday afternoon at 5 oclock. 

Death was not an unexpected visitor at 
this household. His ominous 
been heard there for several weeks. Not- 
withstanding the fact, every possible ef- 
fort was made to stay the ravages of dlis- 
ease, human endeavors gave way before 
the inevitable. With a resignation born of 
trust in God, with tender words for his 
family and dis friends, this godly exposi- 
tor for Biblical truths walked into the Val- 
ley of the Shadow, ‘his face illumined with 
the Sunlight of Heaven, and his gentle 
spirit eagerly seeking that Eternal Rest for 
which he had yearned so long. Truly was 
it the death of the Christian. 

Dr. Barnett had been practically dying 
for several days. He realized the end was 
near, and it was several days ago that he 
told his faithful wife to deliver the above 
last message to his peopje. Monday night, 
when asked as to Dr. Barnett’s condition, 
his physicians shook their heads sadly, and 
replied he was growing weaker. It could 
be seen yesterday morning the end was 
nigh. Aided by the influence of morphine, 
he was in a semi-conscious condition un- 
til only a_few moments before he passed 
away, being able to recognize this family 
and his friends at his bedside. There 
seemed to be no suffering; death came as 
if it had been Morpheus, claiming him for 
‘only a little while, instead of the grim 
reaper. At 4:30 oclock he suddenly became 
unconscious. Occasionally, during the day, 
he would quote various passages of Scrip- 
ture. He told his wife the only regret he 
had at leaving was the separation from his 
family and his church, but that he was 
ready to meet his Savior. 

About 4:30 o’clock he became unconscious, 
Gradually he grew quieter, and his family, 
hardly realizing the nearness of death, but 
thinking there might be need of medical 
aid, telephoned for the physicians, but at 
5 o'clock, before the doctors arrived, the 
distinguished divine had entered into the 
presence of his God, as quietly, as peace- 
fully as a babe dropping to sleep. 

Most Sincere Regret Expressed. 

It was only a short while until the sad 
hews spread over the city. Innumerable 
friends of the deceased, deeply grieved on 
account of his death, went to the resi- 
dence and offered what condolence they 
could to the grief-stricken family. Mrs. 
Barnett and Miss Mary Barnett, ‘his daugh- 
ter, as well as his two sons, Stephen and 
Edward, were almost prostrated. The body 
Was laid in the parlor last night, and a 
large number of people called to pay their 
respects. The officers of the First Presby- 
terlan church were there receiving the 
Visitors. 

The funeral will be held at the First 
church tomorrow morning, at 10 o'clock. 
In order to give all those who may glesire 
an opportunity to review the remairfs, the 
body will be taken to the church at 7:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning, where it will lie 
In state, guarded by the church officers 
until the funeral.

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DR, E. H. BARNETT. 
Beloved Pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, Who Died Yesterday 


Afternoon, at His Late Residence on West Harris 


Street, After a Long Illness. 


mon. Dr. Holderby, Dr. Gaines and Dr. 
Craig will assist in the services. 

The deacons of the church will be the 
pall-bearers and the elders and the minis- 
ters of the city will act as special escort. 

The choir of the First Presbyterian 
church will furnish the music. By special 
request of the family it will sing the fol- 
lowing hymns, which were favorites of the 
deceased pastor: “Father Whate’er of 
Earthly  Biss,’’ “Naomi,” ‘Asleep in 
Jesus”’ and “Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” 

The interment will be in Westview ceme- 
tery. Carriages will be at the church to 
accommodate those who wish to go. A 
number of street cars will also run fron 
the church to the cemetery for those not 
able to find room in the carriages. 

It is probable the funeral will be one 
of the largest ever held in Atlanta. Dr. 
Barnett was loved not only by his church 
people, but by everybody in the city who 
had ever come in contact with him. Thous- 
ands will turn out to do his memory honor 
tomorrow and the oceasion will be one 
of the most remarkable of its kind ever 
known in the south—a worthy tribute to 
a worthy man. 


Last Prayer in His Church. 


It was six or seven weeks ago that Dr. 
Barnett appeared in his pulpit for the last 
time. He had been ill for some time then, 
and being tunable to preach, Dr. Green 
filled the pulpit that day. ‘Dr. Barnett, 
however, led in prayer, and as he thought 
he would soon depart on his regular vaca- 
tion, the following beautiful utterance 
was made in this eonnection: 


“Let this be our Ebenezer, and 
make it our Mizpah, so that God may 
watch between thee and me when we 
are parted one from another.”’ 


Little did he think as he uttered this 
prayer that his rest would be for eternity’s 
numberless years instead of a few days at 
his old home in Virginia. 

Soon afterwards he was taken ill and 
was confined to his home. He was at- 
tended by Drs. Kendrick, Earnest and 
Todd and did not lack for medical atten- 
tion. The physicians pronounced his ail- 
ment Bright’s disease and his death only 
a question of time. Notwithstanding an 
occasional rally, he grew steadily weaker 
until the end yesterday. 

He leaves a wife, one daughter and two 
sons. 

Something of His History. 

Dr. Barnett was born in Montgomery 
county, Virginia, October 8, 1840. His fath- 
er died when he was a mere boy and his 
mother, with her three children, then made 
her home with her father in Christianburg, 
Va. Here he was educated until he was 
sixteen years of age, when he engaged in 
railroad work for the Norfolk and Western 
for three years. 

In 1859 he entered Hampden-Sidney col- 
lege and was graduated wath first honor 
in 1861. Immediately after his graduation 
he entered the war as third sergeant of a 
students’ company; was captured at Rich 
Mountain, northern Virginia; paroled and 
exchanged jin 1862. He then entered the 
Fifty-fourth Virginia infantry, in which 
he was promoted to be captain and quar- 
termaster, and was afterwards transferred 
to the Twenty-first Virginia cavalry, with 
which he gallantly served unti] the surren- 
der of General Lee. 

in September, 1865, he entered Union 
seminary, Virginia, and graduated in 1867; 
was licensed by Montgomery presbytery 
April 19, 1867, and became assistant to 
Dr. Ramsey, First Presbyterian church, 
Lynchburg. He accepted a call to the 
Abingdon church, Virginia, in 1869, and was 
ordained by Abingdon presbytery January 
14, 1870. In March of the same year he 
married Miss Caroline Trent, of Bucking- 
ham county, Virginia. He served the 
Abingdon churgh for thirteen years, de- 
clining in 1873 a call to the First Presbyte- 
rian church in Atlanta. 

In 1882 this church renewed the call and 
he accepted, but his presbytery refused 
to release him. The church renewed the 
call again. The presbytery at last con- 
sented to a, release and Dr. Barnett took up 
his labors here in 1883. In 1882 he received 
the degree of D. D. from Alfred wniversity, 
New York. 

Dr. Barnett was one of the few men 
who could do several things, and do all 
of them well. In the pulpit he was a 
preacher of magnetism and power. He had 
few equals and no superiors as a pastor, 
and in his death not only the First Pres- 
byterian church, of Atlanta, but the de- 
nomination of the state and the whole 
country has suffered a heavy loss. 

He was recognized for years as one of 
the strongest men in the southern Presby- 
terian general assembly, and his opinion 
was always given ‘great weight among 
that group of learned men. His custom 
of visiting each member of his large con- 
gregation personally and regularly took 
much of his time, and until his illness he 
never failed in his rounds through the 
city. His cheerful and kindly disposition 
impressed all who came in contact with 
him and grew to be a part of his life. He 
demanded from all the love and admiration 
that was heaped upon him. 

He was fifty-eight years of age and had 
been pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church fifteen years,

THE DEMANDS OF ATLANTA AND OF 
Augusta for new depots were listened to by 
the railroad commission yesterday, and 
some progress was made in both cases. In 
fact, the latter was practically disposed of, 
because the representatives of the Georgia 
railway agreed to build a station in Au- 
gusta just as soon @5 the architect could 
drew plans. The petition of 
suffering Atlantians for adequate 
transportation facilities was received and 
after Commissioner Trammell had given his 


views on the situation, Was scheduled for

a hearing on October 25th. 
the railroads responsible for the carshed 
will be called upon to show cause why they 
should not build a nineteenth century de- 
pot, and their answers will be awaited with 
interest. 

Mayor and former United States Senator 
Patrick Walsh, and City Attorney William 
H. Barrett, of Augusta, appeared before the 
commission in Augusta’s behalf. Six weeks 
ago 265 good citizens of Augusta attached 
their names to a petition praying for a new 


‘depot, and the city council promptly in- 


dorsed their plea and directed the munici- 
pality to aid them. The commission fixed 
yesterday as a date for the hearing, and the 
railroad was notified of the 
which it was threatened. The fact that the 
law officers of the city were to take up the 
case made it unnecessary for the citizens 
to engage private counsel, and the case 
passed from the hands of the people to the 
council, 
The Railroad Submits. 

When Commissioners Atkinson, Trammell 
and Crenshaw got together yesterday morn- 
ing, Mayor Walsh and City Attorney Bar- 
rett were on hand to, greet them. So were 
Messrs. Thomas K. Scott, the general man- 
ager, and Bryan Cumming, of the general 
counsel, representing the Georgia railroad. 
Mr.:Cumming arose when the court opened 
to say that the petition of the Augusta cit- 
izeéns Was an unnecessary document, be- 
cause the depot they asked for was already 
being built. He seemed pained at the sug- 
gestion that the Georgia railroad had ever 
refused anything that Augusta wanted. 

“But we can’t build a depot in a day,” 
he gaid, ‘“‘We are working on the plans 
now, and we ask for a continuance of this 
hearing until we can prove to this commis- 
sion that we propose to dd, in good faith, 
all that is asked of us.” 

“How long?’ asked City Attorney Barrett, 
blandly. The news that the railroad was 
staying awake nights thinking how to build 
a depot good enough for Augusta apparent- 
ly surprised him. 

Mr. Cumming hesitated. 

“Say thirty days,’ suggest¢d Commission- 
er Atkinson. 

“Suits me,’’ said Mr. Cumming. 

“And me,’ said Mr. Scott. 

“And me, too,’ said Mr. Barrett, “if at 
the end of that ‘ime the railroad reports 
some real progress in the work. We want 
to know that things are moving.’’ 

Mr. Cumming looked ‘nurt. 

“There may be no dirt dug,” he said, ‘“‘but 
we will show that our plans are being ma- 
tured. We mean business, and I think the 
peopie of Augusta know it.” 

Mr. Barrett consented to a postponement 
on these grounds, and shook Hands with 
Mr. Cumming.* Then the hearing adjourn- 
ed, and all sides seemed Satisfie@ with the 
result. That Augusta will get a new depot 
there is not the slightest doubt. 

Atlanta’s Petition Presented. 

Then came the Atlanta petitioners. City 
Attorney James A. Anderson handed the 
official Cocument to Secretary Massey, and 
informally talked +o the commissioners 
about the necessity of having a 
new depot in this city.

‘The City’s Proposition. 

Mr. Anderson shied off at this, and said 
that he did not know just how the city 
stood on the question of putting up real 
estate for the benefit of the railroad. Mr. 
Trammell .expreased the opinion that the 
city should give twenty feet or’ more of 
Wall street for the depot, and that it was 
best for the people to understand that they 
would have to make some sacrifice in or- 
der to get the sort of depot thy wanted. 
Mr. Anderson thought Wall street was 
narrow enough now, and ought not to be 
cut down. Then the Michell) street site was 
talked of, but (Mr. Anderson smudged on 
all questions, and declined to commit the 
clty to any definite policy. He said that 
he was not presenf for that purpose, and 
there the good-humored discussion On this 
point ended. 

But it was followed by a lively talk as to 
the commission's power in the premises. 
The law gives the commission the right 
to sue for $6,000 against any road which 
disobeys its rulings, but it might be that 
the several roads entering Atlanta would 
rather put up $5,000 each than build a new 
depot. Of course, if these rulings might be 
repeated, the roads would be compelled to 
build, but such a question has not yet 
been passed upon by the supreme court, 
At any rate, it was agreed that the hear- 
ing on October 2th would be about the 
most notable in the commission's history, 
and it was with this understanding—and in 
the best of good feeling—that the gathering 
broke up.

Cowan Confirms the Rumored Transfer 
of Baltimore and Qhio Stock. 
Baltimore, September 20.—Keceiver John 
K. Cowen arrived in Baltimore from Chi- 
cago verly this mor:ing.

The 
class of men who have become interested 
in the property is of a character that would 
exercise a dominating influence. With them 
tle e6tock of the Baitimore and Ohio is in 
stronger hands than ever before in its his- 
tory. They are strong factors in the busi- 
ness world and their interest in the road 
will be a decided advantage to the property. 

“Anything that will improve the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad will by the very 
nature of the case benefit Baitimore, as 
this city is its chief terminus. The talk 
of moving the general offices and Mount 
sears shops froin Baltimore is all moon- 
shine.’’ 


Illinois Central To Build New Lines. 


Chicago, September 20.—The Tribune says 
the Illinois Central will begin the con- 
struction of a direct line from Chicago 
to Omaha early in the spring. Only 126 
miles of new road is required to com- 
plete the line. The company will tap its 
Sioux City line at Fort Dodge, lowa, and 
will build thence west to Council Bluffs. 
Articles of incorporation have been filed, 
the capital stock named being $5,000,000. 
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VIADUCT WORK PROGRESS.iNG. 


Steel Work Expected To Arrive Within 
Short Time. 

Work on the Mitchel] street viaduct has 
been progressing rapidly for some time 
past, and already the east pier thas been 
completed and is ready for the steel work. 

Ground has already been broken for the 
other piers, and the work will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible, The steel work is 
expected to begin arriving within a short 
time, and as fast as it is received it will be 
put in place. 

The east pier of the viaduct, as it stands, 
shows great strength, and is constructed 
entirely. of hewn granite. Two pillars will 
be bulit between the railroad tracks and 
work on these has already commenced. 

The recent wet weather has interfered 
with the work to some extent, but the con- 
tractors have pushed it forward as -apidly 
as was possibie under the circumstances, 
and a great amount of work has already 
been completed. 


KNOWLES WRITES THE MAYOR. 


Says He Does Not Want the Solaiers 
Camped in Piedmont Park. 

Mr. Clarence Knowles has written Mayor 
Collier the tollowing letter, relative to the 
efforts that have b-en made to secure ihe 
Camp for solaiers at rleamon’ park: ; 

“Hot springs, Va., September iita, 1895,— 
C. A. Couler, msq., Alhauta, Ga.—Dear pir: 
“he protest or tne raeamont Vriving viv 
ugainst tne locetlon Of au army Cainp In 
vunmediate prcxlmity tu its cluoneuse, 
wricn was aadressed to you aS mayor of 
Attanta, aS in tnmat Capacity you nad adad- 
veocatea such location, was acknowledged 
py you under date of 10th, and torwarded 
tu mine here, Your letter, whiie signea om- 
cely, is written from tne standpoint of a 
viub member, ana will be replied to ac- 
cordingly. You write: ‘1 desire, as a mem- 
ber ot tne kiedmeont Driving Ciub, to enter 
my protest against the effort of tour mem- 
bers of the buvard of directors (a bare ma- 
jority of the board) to commit the club to 
a poulcy which | am sure would not be sus- 
tained by the majority of the club.’ 

“if you have, as a member of the club, 
any reasons on which to ground (his asser- 
tion you heave under its constitution a re- 
liable method provided by which the real 
sentiment of the club can be ascertained, 
and the necessity for relying on an unsup- 
ported assertion avoided, that is, a peti- 
tion signed by ten memoers, requesting a 
special meeting of the club. I assure you, 
tnat if at sucn meeting your assertion is 
sustained, that ‘the great body of the mem- 
bership is willing to put up with a trifling, 
temporary inconvenience,’ in spite of what 
‘may be the private opinions of four mem- 
bers of the directory,’ then, as president of 
the club, 1 shall take no additional steps 
to prevent the location of the camp there, 
but, as an individual who resides in that 
vicinity, I shall, with the great majority 
of citizens of that section, continue to re- 
sent this attempt to foist this nuisance on 
that neighborhood, and to prevent it if 
possible. Your letter does not contain one 
single argument in refutation of the posi- 
tion assumed by the club, and mentioned 
in its protest. An ungracious attempt has 
been made by the advocates of that loca- 
tion, to make it appear that my opposi- 
tion, and that of the club, proceeded 
from our objection to having an army 
camp in or near Atlanta, thereby pur- 
suing a course which you characterize in 


best interest of the city.’ It is needless 
for me to tell you that thia contention is 
absoluely untrue, for you were present at 
a meeting in the chamber of commerce 
when I, as a member of its board of direc- 
tors, introdueed a _ resolution 

he board to extend an invitation to the 

ar department to establish an army camp 
in or near Atlanta, provided it be not lo- 
eated in any residential part of the city. 
I have yet to meet a man who opposes the 
location of any number of troops in the 
vicinity of Atlanta. I certainly do not, 
but we do, and will continue, to most 
strenuously object to having one of the 
principal residence suburds subjected to 
the disorderly scenes inevitably consquent 
in the environmnt of such a camp. 

“To deny that an encampment of the mag- 
nitude proposed would draw around it the 
lowest creatures of creation, which would 
make life for respectable people in that 
neighborhood impossible, is absurd, and ar- 
gues an ignorance of the situation which 
proceeds from never having seen one, and 
never having read the daily accounts in the 
newspapers of the attendant evilg of such 


camps. 

“there is not a day in which cannot be 
found in the telegranhic service of the 
press an account of some riot or other dis- 
orderly conduct at such places, and to at- 
tempt to inflict on any residentia] portion, 
whether Piedmont perk or any other sec- 
tion of the city, an objectionable feature of 
this kind for the revenues which will come 
from it, is utterly unjustifiable. Atlanta 
can better afford to make money in other 
woeys than by subjecting a large number 
of its suburban citizens to a condition eal- 
culeted to make their residences intolera- 
ble. The Piedmont park is not the only 
available place for the locatien of an army 
camp: there are thousands of vacant acres 
in mcre suitable portions of the county. 
and there the troops stoerld be camped.

During the past week the weather con- 
ditions have been very favorable for all 
farm work. The days have been warm 
and sunshiny, an@ all creps have shown 
some improvement over las+ week. Cott:n 
is opening rapidly, and there is now very 
little complaint of rust or -rot. Picking 
has been pushed vigorously, and some gin- 
ning has been done and cotton sold. ‘he 
corn crop will be short, as it has been 
badly damaged by continuous rains, so 
that it is too far advanced to be benetited. 
A large crop of hay has been saved curing 
the past week. Peas and sweet potatoes 
have grown vigorously, but gone too rouch 
to vine. Fall gardens. as a rule, ~re not 
good. Pastures are very zo01. The dam- 
age to the rice crop has been great. Sugar 
cane is doing fairly well. 


The Northern Division. 


Catoosa—Clear and sunshiny weather has 
greatly improved crops and enabled furm- 
ers tO pick cotton and save hay. 

Chattanooga—With fair weather mueh 
fodder saved and cotton picked: pastures 
fine and peas excellent.’ 

Cherokee—All crops have ereatly im- 
proved; weather favorable for saving hay 
and fodder: cotton improving. | 

Dawson—Fodder badly damaged by wet 
weather; turnips, potatoes and sorphum 
doing well; cabbages very poor.

The weather conditions have been favor- 
able for late corn, which isa generally ma- 
turing rapidly except in portions of Mis- 
souri and Illinois, where sumshine and 
continued warmth are needed. In Ne- 
braska nearly the entire crop is matured; 
in Iowa considerable nas been cut and the 
remainder of the ¢crop wil!) be dry enough 
to crib early in October; m Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana, lowa and Kentucky the 
bulk of the crop has been cut. 

A slight improvement is noted in the cot- 
ton crops in eastern portions of the cotton 
regions. Rotting and shedding are decreas- 
ing; the bulk of the crop is open and pick- 
ing is progressing rapidly. In the central 
portion af the cotton region there are 
about the same conditious prevai'ing as in 
the previous week. Picking is progressing 
as the weather permits, but shedding. rust 
and rot continue in Mississippi. Caterpillars 
and worms are again damaging the crop 
%n Louisiana. Some damage has resulted 
from heavy rain in Arkansas. In Texas the 
bulk of the early crop is open and picking 
is well advanced, although pickers are 
scarce in some localities. The report indi- 
cates that the top crop will be short in 
South Carolina, Georgia, Oklahoma andl 
Texas.

Plowimz and seeding 
progressed rapidly in 
New Enfgland, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Marylund and Tennessee. where the work 
has been delayed owing to dry soll condi- 
tions.

A BILL IN EQUITY HAS BREN FILED 
in the circuit court of the United States 
for the recovery of 140,000 acres of land in 
this state. The property is situated in 
many counties, and is reckoned in the bill 
by land lots. Much of it is in the northern 
part of the state, some in the central and 
ovher portions in the southwestern part of 
Georgia. 

The plaintiffs are residents of Maryland, 
Delaware and West Virginia, and the de- 
fendants live in Dawson county, this state. 
The litigation dates back to 1848, when the 
‘Srandfathers of the parties ad litem entered 
into a partnership to buy and sell large 
tracts of land in North Carolina and other 
southern states. 

The plaintiffs are represented by J. A. 
Ansley, F. R, Alston and T. P. Westmore- 
land, and the defendants by Colonel George 
K. Looper and Judge Marshal] J. Clarke. 
The land lots which the plaintiffs claim a 
half interest in are in the following coun- 
ties; the numbers following the name of 
the county are the number of land lots in 
those counties which are included in the 
litigation: 

Oherokee 59, Telfair 43, Lumpkin 46, Wil- 
kinson 7, Montgomery 6, Ware 82, Pauld- 
ing 48, Clinch 90, Wayne 6,.Chariton 30, 
Appling 104, Union 53, Habersham 1. The 
numbers of the land lots are given in the 
bill, and also the section and district of 
the county in which they are located. The 
plaintiffs are as follows: 

Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Baker and her 
husband, Danie] Baker, Bugenia H. Bratt, 
Henry B. Bratt and Mrs. Gertrude Kirk 
and her husband J. W. Kirk, of the state 
of Maryland; Mrs, Jane M. Smith and her 
husband Alfred Smith, of Delaware, and 
Samuel Bratt, of West Virginia. The de- 
fendants are Joseph H. McKee and David 
McKee, of Dawson county. 

The bill gays: 

‘“Fhat on the 19th day of August, 1848, 
Henry Bell, then a resident of Baltimore, 
and the grandfather of your orators, and 
Joseph McKee, then of Wiikes county, 
North Carolina, and father of defend- 
ants, entered into a written agreement to 
engage in the purchase and sale of real 
éslate on specuiation in the states of North 
Carolina, South -Carolina and Tennessee. 
Some time after this they agreed to car- 
ry on the same business in Georgia.’ 

The petition further says: . 

“That deeds and grants to said real 
property were made and delivered to either 
Henry Bell or Joseph McKee, as was most 
convenient, it being understoed and agreed 
‘between them that they should be jointly 
and equally interested in all of the real es- 
tate so conveyed, and the rea) estate here- 
in described was theld by them as tenants 
in common. 

“That on account of various causes in- 
tervening said real estate was not dis- 
posed of by the parties, the times not 
being profitable for trading in lands in 
Georgia, and the same was held by said 
Bell and McKee until their deat'ia. The 
said Henry Bell having died at Baltimore, 
in the state of Maryland, on the 3d day of 
July, 1878, intestate, leaving as his heirs- 
at-law Mary Ann Bell, his widow, and one 
daugihter, Mary Ann Bell, who, in the 
meantime, had intermarried with Samuel 


Bratt. 

“Mrs. Mary Ann Bell, the widow of 
Henry Bell, departed in Baltimore. intes- 
tate as to the real estate in Georgia, and 
left as ‘her only heir-at-law her daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Ann Bratt. 

“In January, 1895, Mrs. Bratt, the widow 
of Samuel! Bratt, departed this life at Bal- 
timore intestate as to the real estate in 
Georgia. Her husband, Samue] Bratt, hav- 
ing died before her, also intestate as to 
the real estate in Georgia. The said Mrs. 
Mary Ann Bratt, leaving as her only 
heirs-at-law Mary Elizabeth Bratt, who in- 
termarried with Daniel Baker; Jane M. 
Smith, who intermarried with Alfred 
Smith; Gertrude Bratt, who intermarried 
with J. W. Kirk; Samuel W. Bratt, Eu- 
genia Bratt and Henry B. Bratt, the com- 
plainants in this bill. 

‘In 1875, Joseph McKee died in North 
Carolina intestate, leaving as his heirs-at- 
law his widow, Mrs. Annie McKee, and two 
sons, Joseph H. McKee and David Mc- 
Kee, who reside in Dawson county, in the 
state of Georgia. The said widow, Mrs. 
Annie MrKee, died in Georgia intestate, 
leaving as her heirs-at-law the children 
mentioned aforesaid.’’ 

The complainants set forth ‘in the bill that 
since the death of the senior Bel] and 
Bratt and their widows, they are heirs to 
a one4half interest in the property, and 
that since the death of Joseph McKee and 
this widow, the McKeeg are heirs to the 
other half. 

It is claimed that the defendants have 
been in possession of the property since 
the death of the senior Bell, and that they 
have been tenants upon it and collected a 
yearly income of about $5,000 or other large 
sum. The complainants ask that the court 
order the McKees to produce the deeds of 
the property that thy thave sold, all re- 
ceipts of the property they have rented, 
and a statement of the income they have 
received; all correspondence between elder 
McKee and the elder Bel] and all original 
grants and deeds, and that suitable per- 
sons be appointed by the court to divide 
the real estate not sold by the defendants. 

A list of interrogatories is appended to 
the bill directed to Joseph and David Mc- 
Kee, and the bill concludes as follows: 

‘Their (the complaints) remedy is in- 
adequate at law and they can only get re- 
lief in a court of equity, and file this their 
bill, and pray for the writ of injunction di- 
rected to Joseph McKee and David 
McKee, restraining and enjoining them 
and each of them from selling said prop- 
erty or any part thereof, and from col- 
lecting any money, the proceeds of any 
sale heretofore made, until the further 
order of the court. They pray for a de- 
cree declaring and adjudging tnat they are 
entitled to a one-half undivided interest 
in the real estate therein described, and 
they pray for a decree against the defend- 
ants for oneshalf of the proceeds of any 

roperty sold by them, or eithcr of them, 
escribed herein. They 
appointing commissioners to divide said 
property between complainants and de- 
fendante, and for jug@gment against the de- 
rendants for such rents and profits as the 
proof may show is due them.” 

Judge Newman has signed an _ order 
granting the injunction, and requires the 
McKees to keep a separate account of 
the lands sold and the amounts received 
therefor and the rents received until the 
next hearing of the court.

that there should be no Sunday openings. 
That is the situation today. The 
saloons close at 10 o’clock at night, 
there is no Sunday opening and there 
are no screens in front of the doors 
and no gaming of any sort conducted 
in connection with the liquor business. 


It is well known that when strangers 
visit Atlanta and are told that liquor can- 
not be obtained at any saloon after 10 
o'clock at night, 
side doors on Sunday the result is an in- 
clination on the part of the stranger to 
smile. 

But the smile has always been strictly 
confined to the countenance, for he could 
obtain no other sort of;smile. Interviews on

They are satisfied with the situation 
as it stands.

To increase the hours is unnecessary and 
would stir up discord and perhaps a re- 
newal of bitter fignts. I should certainly 
veto any ordinance seeking to increase 
the hours of liquor sale. 

Judge Dorsey. 

I am most heartily opposed to any move- 
ment looking to a change in the present 
regulations of the liquor traffic. I think 
such an agitation at this time would 
be greatly injurious to business interests. 
The 10 o’clock closing law is a’good one 
and should be kept in force. With pub- 
lic sentiment as I believe it is, strongly 
in favor of the continuance of the present 
regulations, I should certainly veto any 
measure, if I were mayor, looking to a 
change thereof.

SOUTHERN POSTAL 


Big Improvement Is Remarked Upon 
at Atlanta Convention.

amber 10.—During the 
_ ae, Oe States railway pe 
clerks to Atlanta, Colonel LM. Terre 
took occasion to impress on the northern 
men the great improvements which ga ty 
been made in the mail service south of a 
Ohio river since the association visited this 
city seventeen years ago. Through mail 
distribution on the cars, in places of dis- 
tributions in the postoffices, Chicago and 
its tributary territory have been brought 
almost a whole day nearer to the south, all 
the way to Mobile bay and to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Several vears ago the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois road showed a disposition to 
regulate its train service to accommodate 
the government in exp2aditing the mails. 
This line connects with the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis line directly to At- 
lanta. Atlanta, while it stands in sixty- 
seventh place on the list of cities as to pop- 
ulation. ranks thirty-seventh in the matter 
of postal revenues. Here 33 1-3 per cent of 
all the freignt carried into Georgia and 
Florida is unloaded. The Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis line, in connection 
with the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, now 
maintains as compiete service as any line 
running out of Chicago. These companies 
have fifty and@ sixty-foot cars, in which the 
most extensive city distributiong are made 
by the postoffice department. All this is 
in addition to the southern fast mail oper- 
ated by the Illinois Central from Chicago 
direct to New Orleans. 

Vast sums of money have been spent to 
facilitate quick distribution from the east 
to the southern seaboard. In 1876 a twelve- 
foot car was run between Charlotte and At- 
lanta; now there are two lines of sixty- 
foot cars and one of forty-foot cars, and one 
short local line of twenty-five-foot cars to 
Mount Airy. There is a doubie daily stand- 
ard railway postoffice service to New Or- 
leans and Texas points from Charlotte to 
Jacksonville, by way of Columbia and Sa- 
vannah, and over the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis there is a forty-foot line 
to Chattanooga, with a Cincinnati connec- 
tion. The line known as the Charlotte and 
Atlanta on the Southern railway is part 
of a crack mail route of the United States. 
It realiy starts at Springfield, Mass., runs 
through the south to New Orleans and con- 
tinues on to San Francisco. This is the now 
famous line for which the government 
makes a special allowance of $96,000 a year. 
This train makes an average speed of near- 
ly 300 miles in seven hours. 

These trains make a number of distribu- 
tions direct to carriers, who distribute them 
on their routes. During the winter season 
all the big gouthern Georgia and Florida 
hotels, where northerners spend the winter, 
get a special distribution, mails being made 
up on the railway postoffices for such 
hoteis. 

The cars of all these lines have a cogtly 
equipment. During the recent convention 
the Southern Railway Company invited a 
committee of clerks to go out on a special 
train apd witness the operation of a new 
pouch-catching machine, with which the 
road contemplates equipping the line. It 
takes and delivers mail at the same time. 

Colonel Terrell, who has presided over the 
fourth division twenty years and is one of 
the oldest superintendents in government 
service, speaks hopefully of greater accom. 
plishments in mail service, Atlanta is. the 
very center of operations, and 216 railway 
postal clerks begin or end their runs here.
